‚convention of the Students for a Democratic Society on June 13, 
1965. The Attorney General is being requested to advise whether 
these statements constitute a violation of the Sedition statutes. 
This information bas been disseminated to State, Central Intelligence 
Agency, Secret Service and the military intelligence agencies by 
separate communications. 
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
